All county employees may soon 
be getting to w*ork at 8 instead 
of 8:30 a.m. and be putting in a 
40-hour 
week 
instead 
of 
37' 2 
hours. 
This was the thinking of the 
County Board of Supervisors who 
met this morning to discuss the 
budget. The board decided to meet 
with all department heads this af­ 
ternoon to thrash out the question 
of the 40-hour-week. 
Although no decision of any 
kind was made this morning, in­ 
dividual supervisors indicated they 
think that a uniform work week 
should be adopted for all county 
offices. 
At present, some employees work 
40 hours a week and others put 
in only 37 V2 hours. Supervisors 
noted th at in certain cases, the 
work week is not uniform even 
for different sections of the same 
department. 
The supervisors stated th at in 
the event a 40-hour work week is 
adopted for all employees, a one- 
step increase for all those who at 
present put in 37 Vt hours might 
be a reasonable move. 
An official from the auditor’s 
office estimated th at the overall 
cost of conversion to the 40-hour- 
week would be about $56,000. This 
could be financed by the $50,000 
in reserve and the $14,000 sav­ 
ings estimated to accrue from the 
extra 
hours per week put in 
by the employees. 
The board also called in Road 
Commissioner Marvin Brigham to 
see if Brigham’s department could 
help County Clerk George Jones 
with drafting work for the various 
sanitajy districts. Brigham said 
his department would 
aid 
the 
clerk’s office. 
In other actions the supervisors: 
1. Gave Brigham the go-ahead 
to look for an assistant to help 
him in the road department. 
2. Decided to inspect the county 
building at 1711 Grand avenue for 
a possible shuffle in offices. Since 
the library must at present haul 
books and supplies to the second 
floor, supervisors felt that perhaps 
the road commissioner should be 
moved upstairs and the library 
moved down.

It was generally felt that barring 
some miracle, EDC and the six- 
nation European army it was to 
set up were dead hopes. Observers 
in Paris Ireeiy predicted the Na­ 
tional Assembly would kill the 
pact once and for all if Mendes- 
France submits it for ratification 
this weekend, as he is scheduled 
to do. 
The French Premier reportedly 
carried to Churchill the outline of 
some alternate plan of European 
defense, in which Britain would 
play a major role.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
83rd Congress Prolific In 
Middle-Of-Road Legislation 


T h e 1954 session of Congress was as pro­ 


lific of new legislation as the 1953 session 


h a d been sp arin g . In 1953 C ongress d ev o ted 
itself chiefly to revising and extending laws 
about to expire, shaving expeditures, and 


paving the way fo r th e p ro g ra m to come 


from the W hite House in 1954. 


T h a t program proved to be a comprehen­ 
sive one. 
it reflected the middle-of-the-road 
approach to national problems that 1 resi­ 
dent Eisenhower had consistently espoused. 
A long-range program, it set sights for the 
entire life of the administration. 
Certain 
administration proposals achieved only par- 
tiallv in 1954, ne\ertheless were entering 
wedges for full achievement in future; for 
instance, flexible farm price supports and 


tax relief or dividends. 


Congress responded 
in general 
to 
the 
President’s middle-of-the-road approach with 
middle-of-the-road legislation. 
rl hat was to 
be expected from a national legislatme with 
onlv paper-thin majorities for the adminis­ 
tration party in both houses and less popu­ 


lar than the chief executive. 


T h e President worked with the 83rd Con­ 
gress in a spirit of cooperation rather than of 
dictation. 
And Congress on its side restrain­ 
ed the spirit of partisanship on the whole 
until toward the end of the 1954 session (the 
tax, atomic energy, anti-Communist bills). 
O n some aspects of his foreign policy the 
President received greater Democratic than 
G. O. P. support. 
He has as yet vetoed no 
major bills and relatively few' private ones. 


In 1953 the outstanding piece of legisla­ 
tion was the release of marginal sea lands 
to the states. 
In 1954 the most far-reaching 
enactment was the tax revision bill, cm- 
bodving the Eisenhower philosophv of en­ 
couraging business and m inim izing govern­ 


ment restraints on it. 
T h e most spectacular

T h e President declared on July 1 1 that 
the idea w ouldn’t be allowed to “die” just 
because “somebody else didn’t agree to it.”

eral Assembly last December, was an at­

control went into effect, W ashington that 


control must precede an arms ban. 
Another departure in the proposal was 
that it called for private negotiations, in­ 


stead of the public discussions that are al-

Communist p a rty . 
Probably the administration’s most popu­ 
lar achievement wasn’t legislative—the Kor­ 
ean truce of July 1953. 
1 his was largely re­ 
sponsible, along with cuts in foreign air, for 
reducing expenditures by $6.7 billion (9%) 
in fiscal vear 1954 as against fiscal year 1953. 
However, the goal of a balanced budget 
was not achieved—the deficit for 1954 was 
slightly over $3 billion and the estimated 
one for 1955, almost $3 billion.

net deposits and withdrawals in cash (the 


“cash budget ”) the 1954 budget was bal­ 


anced. 
Major legislation of 1954 included: 
T a x revision and net reduction, reduction 
of expenditures, newr farm price support 


s\stem, old age security liberalization, wider 
jobless payments coverage, atomic energv act 
revision, temporary' debt limit rise, St. Law­ 
rence seawav project, compromise housing 
program, and one-year trade act extension. 
Also, security treaty with Korea, Mexican 
farm labor legislation, greater aid for road 


and hospital construction, new' rivers and 
harbors» authorization (first in four years) 
and creation of Air Force Academy. 
As negative achievements for the adm in­ 
istration, it defeated the movement for treaty 
restriction 
(Bricker 
amendment), 
pump- 
priming during the 1953-54 recession and 
higher income-tax exemptions. 
It was defeated on the following items, 
which will presumably go on to the W hite 
House agenda for 1955: Hawaiian statehood, 


revision of Taft-Hartley act, reinsurance for 
health plan«, votes for 18-year-olds, postal 


rate increases and greater freedom for for­ 


eign trade. 
All in all it was a session of accomplish­ 
ment 
which 
few 
recent 
Congresses 
can 


match.

Farragut, a great depot over­ 
hauls the am m unition of the long 
line of ships th at come here to 
drydock. 
It is a strange kind 
of beauty parlor. 


THE TIMID SOUL 


THE DEPOT, two-thirds of a 
square mile in area, has 
187 
buildings, 20 miles of railroad 
tracks and 25 miles of paved 
roads. 
The work is highly skilled and 
potentially dangerous. A single 
static spark could cause a dis­ 
astrous explosion. Some 8.000 tons 
of ammunition are stored in un­ 
derground bunkers — enough to 
make a baby A-bomb blast. 
To 
prevent 
the 
buildup 
of 
static electricity the technicians 
wear “leg 
irons” that ground 
them at every step. Visitors check 
their 
m atches 
and 
cigarette 
lighters at the gate. 


"IN THE LAST fiscal year the 
depot produced 5.130 tons of new' 
am m unition and overhauled 22,- 


822 tons of unserviceable am ­ 
m unition,” said Lt. Cmdr. Wil­ 
liam F. Gadberry. 


When ammunition deteriorates 
so far that it i* too dangerous 
to be broken down and put to 
new uses, lt is taken to sea and 
dumped.

Congress In 


Hasty Act On 


Commie Ban

WASHINGTON 
(JF)— Congress 
acted in haste when both houses 
Thursday passed a bill to deny 
the 
Communist 
party 
legal 
privileges and force its members 
to register with the government. 
The bill goes now to President 
Eisenhower to be 
signed 
into 
law. 
Because it was whipped to­ 
gether so fast, government law­ 
yers, who will have the task of 
making it work if the President 
signs, must think it through to 
determine exactly what it means 
and howr they shall proceed under 
it. They cannot 
say 
precisely 
now. 
In the preamble to this legis­ 
lation 
Congress 
declares 
the 
Communist party is part of a 
conspiracy to overthrow the gov­ 
ernment by force and therefore 
“should be outlawed.” Nowhere 
else does Congress say the party 
is outlawed or th a t it must cease 
to exist. 


IN THE dictionary meaning of 
outlaw — “to deprive 
of 
the 
benefit and protection of law” 
—Communist party is outlawed, 
at least in so far as federal laws 
are involved. The legislation says 
the Communist party or its suc­ 
cessors under any other name 
are not entitled to “any of the 
rights, privileges and immunities 
atten d an t upon local bodies . . 
B ut what rights, privileges and 
im m unities does the party lose? 
No one available would attem pt 
to give a complete list. 
Under this bill the party could 
not put candidates on the ballot 
in any federal election. And the 
party could not make contracts 
where 
federal 
laws 
were 
in­ 
volved or sue in federal courts. 
That much seems clear. 


WHAT IS LESS clear is w hat 
rights, privileges or immunities 
lt m ight have under state laws. 
One lawyer, who followed this 
legislation closely, sa # that while 
Congress could keep the Com­ 
munist party candidates off fed­ 
eral 
ballots it could 
not tell 
states what parties could appear 
on their state election ballots. 
I t seems a safe bet the party 
w'ill fight this legislation all the 
way up to the Supreme Court, 
or try to. on the grounds it is 
unconstitutional. B ut if the p ar­ 
ty loses there and folds and later 
reappears under another nam e, 
will the governm ent have to go • 
through another long court fight 
to prove it’s the same" old Com­ 
m unist party? 
T hat can’t be 
said now. 


THE PARTY MAY 
have 
to 
fold anyway before it ever gets 
up to the Supreme Court on 
this legislation of yesterday be­ 
cause. before then, another law, 
already on the books, the M cCar- 
ran Internal Security Act of 1950, 
m ay have proved 
effective 
in 
sm ashing the party. 
That act requires the officers 
and members of the Communist 
party to register with the fed­ 
eral government if the Subver­ 
sive Activities 
Control 
Board, 
after hearings, decides the party 
is a Moscow tool. The board, 
after long hearings, made that 
finding and ordered registration. 
As was to be expected, instead 
of registering the party went to 
court, protesting that the Mc- 
Carran Act is unconstitutional 
and therefore the party m em ­ 
bers should not have to register. 
The Supreme Court is expected 
to give the final answer on this 
by next spring. 


IF THE COURT rules against 
them, it would be a crime for 
the party leaders and members 
not to register then. 
But 
the 
leaders already have indicated 
they would never register. They 
could be jailed and fined if they 
didn’t. 
If that fate 
overtook 
them 
while they were fighting this 
legislation in the courts, they’d 
no doubt have to abandon the 
latter. 
So there is plenty of m achin­ 
ery for ham pering and ham ­ 
stringing the party, at least u n ­ 
til the Supreme Court speaks. 
B ut just w hat this legislation 
can do to help the governm ent 
in dealing w ith individual Com­ 
m unists is not clear a t all. I t’s 
doubtful th a t it adds much. 


THE NEW legislation does not 
m ake it a crime to be a Com­ 
m unist — unless a member of 
the party knows its purpose is 
overthrow of the government. In 
bringing a Communist to trial 
under this legislation the gov­ 
ernm ent, therefore, would have 
to prove he knew' 
the 
party’s 
purpose. 
But there is a law already on 
the bqoks — the 
Sm ith 
Act, 
passed in 1940 — under which 
the government 
can 
prosecute 
Communists if it can prove they 
knew' the purpose of their or­ 
ganization was 
forcible 
over­ 
throw. The government already 
has started such action under 
the Sm ith Act. But the new leg­ 
islation, because of certain lan­ 
guage it uses, may mess up the 
governm ent’s use of the Sm ith 
Act.

A N ERA PASSES 
DeGasperi's

Italy To Left 


(NOTE: The death of Al- 
elde de Gasperi signals the end 
of an era in Italian politics. 
Amintore Fanfani, an unpre­ 
dictable and energetic social 
reformer, is moving into pow­ 
er and may soon become pre­ 
mier.

Fanfani can take over w ithout 
a crisis, but political experts do 
not dare predict Italy’s political 
future once he assumes com­ 
m and. 


I)E GASPERI WAS Mr Italy.” 
There is no one in sight — in­ 
cluding Fanfani — who can re­ 
place him in th a t role. 
DeGasperi, until he died with 
a broken h eart last week, was 
the living symbol abroad of the 
struggle 
of 
Italian 
democracy 
against Fascism and Commu­ 
nism. 
He was one of the foremost 
cham pions of a united Europe. 
W hen he died in despair over 
the possible collapse of the Eu­ 
ropean 
Defense 
Community, 
there were some who felt ha 
had been a m artyr to th a t cause. 
Though stripped 
of 
form al 
power, he was the guiding force 
cf Italy's democrats. He was the 
steadying 
influence 
who 
had 
preserved a 
coalition 
middle- 
road government and kept the 
nation from veering either left 
or right. 


ALTHOUGH there were m any 
men to the right of him in his 
own C hristian Democratic p ar­ 
ty, he was a conservative. 
Mario Scelba, 
a 
52-vear-old 
Sicilian lawyer who created the 
police force 
which 
broke 
the 
th reat of a Communist coup in 
1948, rem ains for the time being, 
as Prem ier of Italy. He inherited 
the post with De G asperi’s sup­ 
port six m onths ago. 
But Fanfani. a t the age of 48, 
is the party ‘‘boss'’ and really 
holds the power. He is secretary- 
general of the party, and until 
now has had to step cautiously 
because there was always the 
towering figure of De Gasperi 
in the background telling him to 
go slow. 


IN ONE OF his final icts De 
Gasperi wrote a letter to F an ­ 
fani asking — almost begging — 
him to support Scelba in the 
fight for European army tre a ­ 
ties. De Gasperi 
realized 
the 
im portance 
of 
F anfani’s 
new 
role. 
Fanfani is expected to nudge 
Scelba out of office and take 
over as premier, but he may not 
do so immediately. First he wants 
to reorganize the party, which 
has been a melting pot of anti- 
Commun’sts and anti-Fascists. 
He w ants also to plot in detail 
• “New7 Deal” program which 
would transform Italy into a vir­ 
tual “welfare state.” Fanfani be­ 
lieves the state m ust step in to 
cure the recognized ills of pov­ 
erty and unem ploym ent in Italy. 
Private 
enterprise would hold 
less sway.

THE VETERANS bond issues 
all have been general obligation 
bonds, which technically pledge 
the credit of the state to re­ 
deem them in the event they are 
defaulted. 
However, the 
state 
treasury 
never has been called upon to 
redeem a single bond, and ac­ 
tually, the 
bond 
issues 
have 
never cost the taxpayers of Cali­ 
fornia a cent. 
This is because they art re­ 
deemed through payments made 
on the farms and homes pur­ 
chased, and the administrative 
expenses of 
the 
program 
are 
handled through the low inter­ 
est rates charged the war vet­ 
erans. Thus, the bonds are in 
fact, self-liquidating. 


THE LEGISLATURE of 19.1 
authorized the first veteran farm 
and home purchase act, and the 
program was ratified 
by 
the 
people in 1922. Bonds cannot be 
issued by the state unless rati­ 
fied by the voters themselves. 
And proof of the success of 
the bond issues is the fact that 
the people of the state have 
ratified all of the seven issues 
voted by large majorities. The 
bonds themselves are in demand 
by purchasing firms, and pro­ 
duce the state a comparatively 
high interest premium. 


THE 
ARGUMENT 
in 
the 
voters’ pamphlet, signed by Sen­ 
ators Nelson S. Dilworth, River­ 
side County; Louis G. Sutton, 
Colusa 
County and Assembly­ 
man Thomas M. Erwin, Los An­ 
geles County, points out that 
“so prudent has been the state’s 
management, that a reserve of 
several million dollars has been 
saved to be available in the case 
of emergency.” 
The argument also says that 
housing is a serious problem in 
California, and that 
the 
bond 
issue is the most effective mean# 
to give war veterans an oppor­ 
tunity to own a home or farm in 
any place they may live within 
the state. 
“The greatest good,” says the 
argument, “that we can do for 
the veteran is to encourage him 
or her to acquire 
a 
home 
or 
farm.” 


ADVANTAGE of the state loan 
over the federal program is that 
th® state funds can be spread 
over a longer period of year», 
and need no other financing. 
“It 
will 
solve 
the 
pressing 
housing needs of veterans’ fami­ 
lies at reasonable prices, with 
monthly 
payments 
comparable 
with rents and at a low rate of 
interest,” the argument states. 
The program is limited by law 
to low cost homes. Veterans ap­ 
plying average 34 years of age, 
and have an average of two chil­ 
dren. 
“Without 
approval 
of 
the 
bonds,” it is pointed out, “many 
thousands of veterans will be 
denied 
opportunity 
to 
secure 
suitable housing.”

Approximately 100 persons turn­ 
ed out to see the plan and hear 
a discussion of it by Mrs. Sum­ 
mers and Miss A’leen Runkle of 
the county planning staff. 
If Novato develops in accord 
with a well integrated master plan, 
it will avoid the mess and tangle 
of Southern Marin which develop­ 
ed without planning into an awk- 
ard hodge podge of zoning and 
boundaries, the speakers pointed 
out. 
The master plan, as produced 
after a year of work by the techni­ 
cians, is based on the neighbor­ 


hood concept with schools and 
shopping areas available in each 
neighborhood. 
WATER LIMITED 
Though the land 
surface 
Is 
great enough to accommodate an 
eventual population of 90,000 per­ 
sons, the limited water supply 
will probably hold the popula­ 
tion to a maximum of 60,000, Mrs. 
Summers explained. Two more 
dams, one in Bowman Canyon and 
the other in Arroya San Jose are 
proposed on the plan to create 
sufficient water supply for this 
number. 
With adequate water Novlato 
might develop an industrial area 
which could employ up to 3,000 
persons and occupy 150 acres of 
land, Mrs. 
Summers explained. 
However, mere zoning 
is 
not 
enough to attract industry to the 
area, she said. It is necessary to 
provide 
all 
necessary 
facilities 


such as water, roads, utilities, flood 
control and the like if industry is 
to be attracted in any substantial 
form. 
Novato could become the In­ 
dustrial center of Marin because 
of the large amount of available 
land space, drawing commuters to 
its work sites, it was explained. 
HEMMED IN 
The 
present 
commercial 
and 
business area is incapable of ex­ 
pansion, the speaker pointed out. 
The present commercial area is 
surrounded with residential areas 
which limit its expansibility and 
parking area. “A new, wrell-built 
commercial center may put an old 
poorly planned commercial center 
out of business,” Mrs. Summers 
said. The present commercial area 
may become the financial and 
professional center of the com­ 
munity, she explained. 
Opinions expressed by members 


of the audience indicated that th 
plan was held in general favor, 
Also evident was the desire to pre* 
serve as far as po6sible the rural 
atmosphere of the community by 
requiring large lot sizes and wide 
frontages. The plan provides for 
a minimum of 7,500 square feel 
per lot with a 60 foot frontage. 


Lyman Stanton, chairman of the 
Novato Planning Committee pre­ 
sided at the meeting and introduc­ 
ed the speakers. Stanton and his 
committee did much of the pre­ 
liminary work In preparing for the 
master planning, including the 
making of a land use map for the 
entire area.

At the end of each bone there 
are little bone centers. These little 
centers are especially subject to 
injury. A break or oth er injury to 
them m ay delay grow ih for years, 
and even cause unequal grow th 
betw een the extrem ities. 
T he nerve supply to th e grow th 
centers at th e ends of the bones 
are very sm all, so th ere is usually 
very little pain 
associated 
w ith 
injury to them . M ost dam age to 
these point* is caused by a tw ist­ 
ing injury ra th e r th a n bv a direct 
blow, usually th ro u g h falling. 
T he grow th center of the hip 
has a special w eakness in heavy- 
set boys betw een th e ages of ten 
and sixteen. It is very com m on for 
boys in th is group to suffer hip 
in ju ry 
w hich 
m ay 
alter 
th eir 
grow th. 
T hese inju ries are often difficult 
to rep air. They m ust be put back 
alm ost 
perfectly, 
because

m ay be dam aged 


, enousrh to cause poor healing.

can 
lessen p erm an en t bone in - 
i jury. Even better, it m ay usually 
! be prevented by using proper a th ­ 
letic equipm ent for rough games. 
A physician should be a^ked to

a growing child, especially if the
